mo.st beautiful buildings ot its type 
on the continent;- This was the opin 
ion expressed receiKly by X>r. Jra 
.A. M;i.cKay. Dean of Arts. "The in 
lorlor," he saifj. "la being planned so 
as to combine beauty and conveni- 
ence, ,ind in ihesi' ri\spci;is w^ll be 
unsurpassed in North -Vmcrlca." 

Dr. MacKay is ver>- enthusiastic 
about the project, and allhougli li 
w.i.!! not prepared to commit himself 
definitely as to when work would be 
sLa;rled, he feels confident that the 
lime is not now tar dl.slant. 

Two features of the new buildinu 
he cmpiiasizcd as being of the ;reat 
est import.ance. The Moyse Hall, 
with a sealijjc: ciuiwelty of between 
four and five liundreU, is designed 
meet the noodg of the larger 
classes wliich are now compelled to 
go to other buildings for acconi«no- 
da.tion, and at the same time fadli- 
Uitc the presentation of dramatic 
work. The other noteworthy improve- 
ment Is the provision for ten depart- 
mental .suites, while among other ad- 
ditions will he thaloi'a larseand well- 
enuippod psychological laboratory. 

As to the exact plan for the re- 
modelling of the buiUliiig nothing de- 
finite as yet can be said. It Is >,'t 
;o be finally ilecidcd 'Whether tli' 
old front Is to be retained or not, al- 
though the concensus of opinion i.', 
that it will. AVhcthcr the buUdiii^ 
will .stretch all , the wni,v b.ack to 
Ciiii'leton Road at the centre, ica.ving 
the wings aiboiit the same depth, or 
whether the depth w'll bo uniform 
from end to end, is slill a mailer for 
conjecture. It 's certain, however, 
that another story whl be added to 
.Molson Hall. .Vllogethcr the buiUl- 
Ing will be able to acconvmoduie from 
lliirlcen lo fnufioen huniilrcd ."tu- 
dents. 

The lime necessary for construo!- 
:ns such a building wHl probaV'i'ly be 
elgihieen iriOiilh.s^ al least. Conse- 
nuontly If work is started at once II 
will not bo until the fall of I'.i-Jfi a', 
the earliest that the now .Arts Uuild- 
lug will be open for use.

Professor Henry M. Lamb, Associ- 
ate Professor of Civil Er.elneering, 
who had sr-idu.i.tcd from McGill w-lth 
tho claiss ot Science '07. died at <he 
Montreal General Hospital the first 
of this month. 

Professor lyi.mb became .flemonr 
strator in survoylni; and Uesorlptive 
geometry hero Ja»«Alately after his 
uraduatloD, being . ointed lecturer 
In Burvcying in 1908. J:i 1811 he bé. 
caime assistant Tirofcsaor and in 1920 
wwoclate. Last Jamuary he ' had been 
forced to make "a trip to FlorMa in 



search of health, and it was on his 
return that ho was stricken viith his 
las-t illness. 

"He was an inspiring teacher," waid 
Dean MacKay of Science at Xheitime 
of Professor Lamb's dea,th, "modftot 
nnd imwssumlnR;. and on,i who atoo'd 
high in 'the osteem nnd affection of 
tho Etudents luid his colleagues. Ills 
services were often in demand by 
ma.ny of the loading cnBin(s<>rR In the 
country' particularly In connection 
wltih dffUcuU or unusual problem.'.. 
McGll), and ijiarticularly the (acuity 
ot Science, has suffered a severe loss 
In his passing," 

Professor Lamb is survived by hla 
wife and five smsiU c'nild.rcn,-
